State Board 
Offers Advice 
On Phonics 


California teachers of read 
ing should consult their basic 
State reading texts for tips on | 
how to teach the subject 

This advice is contained in 
a State Board of Education 
resolution adopted June 11-12 
in Los Angeles, which also 
misquoted a California Cir- 
riculum Commission report in 
stating that “a majority of the 
teachers of reading in Califor- 
nia districts are inadequately 
trained to teach reading.” 

A committee of the Curricu- 
lum Commission, headed by 
| Mrs. Elaine Stowe of Sacra- 
|} mento, had made a study of 
| the effeetiveness of the State} 


reading texts in presenting the | 


teaching of phonics. Board 
, Member Dorman Commons of 
| Fullerton sGmmarized a part | 
of the report as showing that 
ithe State adopted materials 
| are “strong” but teacher train- 
ae eer in the reading 
| field, 

Mrs. Stowe explained, how- 
ever, that the actual question 
asked in 103 districts was, 
“Are newly-graduated teach- 
}ers employed by your district 
adequately trained in the 
teaching of a total reading 
program ? 

The 103 districts ranged in 
site from 107 pupils in grades 
1 through & in Soulsbyville, 


Tuolumne County to 380,058 
in Los Angeles City schools 
“When we report that a 


majority of the districts re- 
plied in the negative, we could 
not indicate which districts 
were dissatisfied or how many 
new teachers they included,” 
Mrs. Stowe said, 

The survey inquired about 
orientation of newly-employed 
teachers and in-service train- 
ing programs in the teachin 
of reading. Mrs Stowe sai 
many school districts have 
such programs, 

Phonics as a political factor 
also entered the Board dis- 
cussion, President Thomas 


Barden and State Superinten-| 


dent of Public Instruction Max 
Rafferty both deploring its in- 
jection into politics, Commons 
noted that ‘‘pure phonics” has 
become a favorite rallying 
point with far-right groups. 

Mrs. Stowe guessed that 
some people cling to “pure 
phonics’ as a simple answer 
to a Very complex problem, 

litustrating its complenity, | 
Dr. Malcolm Douglas, head of | 
the Claremont Graduate | 
School's Department of Edu- 
cation, noted that reeding is 
“the most researched curricu- 
lum, but very few an- 
swers have been turmed up. 
It's not an area where easy 
answers come; it requires 
careful research, not emotion,” 
he added. 

Douglas reported that some 
good information on reading is
